Italian Premier Stirs High 


Enthusiasm as He Calls 
for Fight on Foes 


Shows Apparently Old-Time 
Vigor at Celebration of 
Fascist Anniversary 


(BY DISPATCH) 
ROME, March 22.—Premier 
Mussolini gave a spectacular dem- 
onstration of his return to perfect 
health today. He unexpectedly 


participated in the celebration of 
the sixth anniversary of the found- 
ing of Fascismo, delivering a short 
bellicose address to a crowd of 
some 150,000 gathered under the 
windows of his office to hear his 
voice again after a long interrup- 
tion due to Illness. 

He received an unforgettable 
ovation. After disquieting rumors 
which were current lately con- 
eerning hig health the enthusiasm 
and relief of Romans knew no 
bounds at seeing him in fiesh and 
blood before their eyes apparently 
as strong, vigorous an denergetic 
as ever. , 


WILD CHEERING 


His appearance on the balcony 
of the Foreign Ministry wearing 
the traditional black shirt with 
arm raised in Roman salute, was 
greeted by ten minutes of deliri- 
ous cheering with bugles of Fas- 
cisti sounding attention. 

Mussolini appeared in perfect 
condition. He was somewhat paler, 
as natural in a man who has not 
left his house for over a month, and 
perhaps a little thinner. His ges- 
tures, however, had lost none of 
their previous energy. His voice 
was strong and clear, dominating 
and feeling the huge square out- 
side Palazzo Chigi and electrified 
his listeners. 

After remarking his appearance 
today gives the lie to all prepos- 
terous falsehoods and absurd ex- 
aggerations concerning his health, 
Mussolini evoked roars of giee 
and amusement when he said: 

“Tt is spring and now fun be- 


He added with great force and 
with tightly clenched fist, “This 
meeting marks for me and for you 
the integral resumption of Fascist 
action against all our enemies.” 

His greatest triumph, however, 
came when he proceeded: 

“Will you follow me?” Hats 
were thrown into the air, flags, 
handkerchiefs waved, scores of 
thousands of arms were out- 
stretched as if taking an oath, 
while 150.000 voices cried as one.

Seven Millions Tentatively 
Set as Sum Needed for 
New Structures 


Legislators Propose to Ask 
Governor to Put Building 
Program to People

SACRAMENTO, March 23.—For 
the purpose of providing funds for 
the construction of several State 
buildings in Northern and South- 
ern California, inoluding neces- 
sary structures for the Southern 
Branch of the University of Cal- 
ifornia on the new site at West- 
wood, members of the Senate and 
Assembly have under considera- 
tion the submission of a bond 16 
sue to the people. 

It is proposed to ask the Gover- 
nor to submit the building pro- 
gram in a special State-wide elec- 


tion. 

Although the plan has not prog- 
ressed far enough to find expres- 
sion in an appropriation measure, 
those favoring the bond issue have 
tentatively determined to ask for 
an issue of not less than $7,000,- 
060. The total is divided thus: 

University ef California, South- 
ern Branch, $2,500,000. 

University of California, Berke- 
ley, $2,250,000. | 

Completion of two State bulld- 
ings in ‘Sacramento, $1,250,000. 

Construction of State building 
in Los Angeles, $1,000,000. 

The proposed appropriation for 
the Southern Branch of the State 
university is based on an estimate 
of the  institution’s immediate 
needs and is advanced only as a 


building program for the next two 


years. 

Estimates range from $2,500,000 
to $5,000,000 for the initial expen- 
aditure for new buildings on the 
Westwood site and included among 
those favoring the larger amount 
are Northern California members 
both of the Board of and 
the Legislature, 


OTHER PROPOSALS 

Should Gov. Richardson indi- 
cate a willingness to submit a 
bond issue for State buildings it 
is probable that advocates of a 
bond issue of $60,000,000 to $75,- 
000,000 for w highway construc- 
tion will — strenuous efforts 
to have the proposal submitted 
to the people at the same time. 

The Governor has not indicated 
his attitude in the matter. De- 
spite the reluctance of those in- 
formed on the subject to discuss 
the disposition to be made of the 
State Teachers’ College when the 
university branch is transferred to

While Mrs. Katherine Walsh, a 
young matron, and her baby son 
Joseph were dying on the fourth 
floor of the tenement, another fire, 
less than a block away, was dis- 
covered. Police believe the same 
pyromaniac set both blazes. The 
fire was kindled in a baby buggy 
pushed under the tenement stairs 
on the first floor. Flames reached 
the roof and licked through the 
hallways of the building before the 
fifty tenants were aware of dan- 
ger. The blaze turned the fourth- 
floor flats into apartments of death 
from which Patrick Walsh and 
6-year-old Dorothy Otto were the 
only living refugees. 

Walsh heard the crackle of the 
fire and opened the door. The 
blaze raged through the doorway, 
burning the man about the face 
and neck. He slammed the door 
and hurried to the rear fire es- 
cape with his wife and child.

Walsh 
opened a rear window and jumped 
out to the balcony so he might 
assist Mre.

WASHINGTON, March 22.— 
Comptroller-General McCarl, 
whose rulings so often have tight- 
ened government purse strings 
now by another rigid construc- 
tion of law has decided that mem- 
bers of Congress must accept the 
recent boost in pay they voted.

The foreign governments do 
not understand the situation; very 
few of the Chinese themselves 
know. They only know that mat- 
ters are steadily growing worse 
with taxes and other imposts in- 
creasing all the time. In complete 
and utter defiance of foreign trea- 
ties further taxes are applied to 
foreign imports, under the name 
of a consumer's tax, and this the 
envoys of the foreign countries 
protest without avail. The busi- 
ness of some firms is ruined and 
many of them have withdrawn 
from the China trade in the last 
few years. 7 

The railways and equipment are 
going to pleces through the use 
of the leading lines by the milli- 
tarists, Few trains can be run on 
any of the lines and on some none 
at all, for the cars are used to 
house troops and to transport 
their supplies.

Vienna Peddler Believed 


to be Scion of Hapsburg 


House Who Fled Austria With Cafe Girl 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) _ 
VIENNA, March 22.— Three days ago a peddler named Albe 


Goebel died in a charity hospital in Vienna. 


Today he was identified 


as Johann Orth, who as the Archduke John Salvator fied from Aus- 
tria in 1883 with a sweetheart he had found in a Vienna cafe. 


Three persons, including Salva- 
tor’s old servants, declared the 
body in the morgue was that of 
the former scion of the house of 
Hapsburg. Leopold Oelfling— the 
former Archduke Leopold. who, 
the same as his sister, the Queen 
of Saxony, gave up title and for- 
tune to live a free lif eclares 
the servants are mistaken. 

“He cannot be a Hapsburg since 
he has a straight nose and all the 
Hapsburgs’ noses are aquiline,” he 
explained. 

Goebel's wife asserts that long 
ago he told her he was Orth. The 
Vienna courts have ordered the 
burial delayed until the mystery 
is solved. 

Orth, or Salvator, was ore of 
the most romantic figures in one 


of the most romantic of royal 
families. He met a woman, who 
later became his mistress, in a 


Vienna coffee shop and later he 
determined to marry her. When 
his family refused permission for 
the marriage, he fied to Buenos 
Aires.- The steamer sank and it 
was supposed that he had drowned. 


— 


According to tho wife’s story, 


Goebel or Orth, in a death-bed 
confession told how he had been 
rescued by a small boat. He re- 
turned to Europe.and after his 
sweetheart’s death he opened a 
small restaurant at Saar Brucken 
where he met and married a wom- 
an of the working class. His 
business failed and the couple 
came to Vienna where Goebel 
gained a living by peddling knick- 
nacks in the streets of the capi- 
tal where he once received mili- 
tary h«nors due to a son of the 
royal house. 

The wife declares she wants 
nothing of the Hapsburge family, 
but she wishes to establish her 
husband's identity so that he can 
be buried in the Capucine Ceme- 
tery where his family sleeps. Be- 
yond thus she asks nothing. 

An old valet, Herman Montag, 
who is nearing 80, will be brought 
to Vienna on Monday to try to 
identify his former royal master.

This convention 
is to put China on its feet, is to 
reform the government even to 
the extent of a new constitution, 
a new Parliament, new provinctal 
boundary and new officials.

Sage Foundation Working to 


Eliminate Abuses 


Uniform Laws as Check on 
Immaturity Urged

NEW YORK, March 22.—There 
is need for vital reforms in the 
marriage laws and their adminis- 
tration, either or both, in prac- 
tically every State in the Unton, 
according to a report on child 


| marriages issued by the Russell 
Sage Foundation as the result of 


a several years’ Investigation ex- 
tending into ninety cities in prac- 
1 every section of the coun- 
ry 


The report, which was prepared 
by Mary E. Richmond and Fred 
S. Hall, takes the position that at 
this stage reforms must be effected 
State by State. The report calls 
on associations of parents, wom- 
en's organizations, school authori- 
tles, ministerial associations, social 
workers, legislators, and others in- 
in the problem of child 
marriage, to undertake the follow- 
ing ten steps toward a solution of 
this problem:, 

(1.) Work toward a reasonable 
and enforceable minimum mar- 
riageable-age law; the minimum 
for girls should be at least 16. In 
many States it is still 12. 

(2.) Procure in States which 
now are without it a law requiring 
five days’ advance notice of inten- 
tion to marry. Such a law is now 
in operation in eight States. 

(3.) Put the marriage market 
town out of business.

Collectors are much impressed 
with the accomplishment of John 
McCrea of Portland, who has 
made his own “death mask.” Me- 


Crea, unassisted, has created a 
mask of himself that is a per- 
fect likeness. It is said to be the 
only. instance on record where a 
man has successfully made a mask 
of his own features. 

It was no easy task for Me- 
Crea, who is master mechanic in 
the Multnomah Lumber and Box 
Company of Portland. It was nec- 
essary for him to encase his head, 
shoulders and chest in a plaster 
of paris cast and to leave it on 
for thirty minutes. During the halt 
hour he didn’t move and hardly 
breathed. 

The cast was made in two parts, 
the back of the head first and the 
face afterward, Paper tubes were 
placed in the nostrils to permit 
breathing. His hair was heavily 
greased, but even so some of it 
came out with the plaster when 
the cast was removed. When the 
mask was complete babbitt metal 
was poured into it. The bust thus 
cast was later covered with 
bronze. . 

McCrea was prompted by a de- 
sire to leave his — a iike- 
ness of himself that “cannot flat- 
ter and cannot caricature.” he 
said. Before he tackled the job 
he made a thorough study of mak- 
ing a mask.

CATCHER IV 
How to Throw. 

The catcher hasn't a real hard 
job, when there ts a runner only 
on first base if his pitcher is ex- 
perienced. A twirler with a od 
move is going 
to prevent the 
best of dase 
runners taking 
many liberties 
with him. He 
will hold the 
runner pretty 
close to the bag 
and so case the 
job of his bat- 
tery mate. 

Catchers will 
do well to study 
the action of a 
rman on first. If 
they train 
themselves to 
be careful ob- 
servers of how 


runner breaks 
they can generally sense when a 


steal is on. Frequently the run- 
ner will give himself away. There 
is a certain nervous movement of 
the arms or legs, or both, that 
very often serves as a tip-off. 

If you figure the man on first is 
set to try to steal, then is the time 
to call for a pitch out. Such 
strategy will put you in position 
to throw to second and at the 
same time prevent the hit and 
run, if that play, instead of the 
steal, is In the cards. The actions 
of the man on first would be iden- 
tical in either case. He has to get 
his quick break. 

Of course, you shouldn't call for 
a pitch out ff the batter has your 

itcher in too much of a hole. It 
he hitter has the bulge on your 
battery mate take a chance on him 
If the steal is 
on he may take only a half-hearted 
swing at a high fast one and you 
still have a chance to get the man 
going into second. Such a swing 
will be made only to bother you. 
Not much damage will be done, 
even if he does connect. 
will probably be only a high fly 
or foul, in which the steal is brok- 
en up anyhow. 


UNWISE. THING 

Catchers do an unwise thing 
when they call for a pitch out 
with a man lacking control inthe 
box. An ®erratic twirler ig apt to 
throw the ball into the grand- 
stand on such a play. In any event 
it will only unsteady him further. 
He has trouble enough locating 
the plate when he is really trying 
to do so. If your pitcher is wild 
and the batter has him in the 
hole never take a chance on call- 
ing for a pitch-out. 

The catcher has a more difmfi- 
cult problem with men on first and 
third than when there is only a 
runner on first. There is consider- 
able menace in such a situation. 
This is particularly true if the 
men on the paths are fast or

SHOW GAINS 


Employment Improves and 
Purchasing Power Found 


Increasing 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, March 22.-4-Con- 
tinued improvement in industrial 
conditions generally at a conserva- 
tive pace is indicated by the 
monthly report of the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board for 
January, on wages, hours and em- 
ployment, while a tendency toward 
increase in the purchasing value 
of the dollar ts Indicated by the 
conference pboard’s report on the 
cost of living, showing a decrease 
of 1 1-10 per cent between Janu- 
ary 15 and February 15. 

Factors making for imroved 
conditions in January were in- 
creased employment, increased 
working hours, and an increase in 
the average weekly earnings of al! 
workers. A net increase in em- 
ployment of slightly more than 2 
per, cent occurred from December 
to “January, gains being reported 
by seventeen industries, while 
eight showed decreases, somewhat 
in line with seasonal require- 
ments. The average work week 
per wage earner increased from 
47.9 to 48.7 hours. Average week- 
ly earnings of all workers rose 
from, $26.85 in December to $27.09 


in January, slightly surpassing the 


level of January a year ago, when 
the average weekly earnings stood 
at $27.05.

CHICAGO, March 22.—As a. 


means of developing low wave- 
length efficiency in radio, Comman- 
der Donald B. MacMillan, Arctic 
explorer, today announced he 
would have his expedition into the 
Far North equipped with trans- 
mitters of four wave-length changes 
when it departs this year. Decision 
to use a low wave-length was 
reached following a conference of 
radio experts here in which it de- 
veloped that the best results have 
been obtainer in short-meter work 
rather than over a long wave- 
length, particularly accounted for 
in light conditions. 

A wave length of forty meters 
will in all probability be used dur- 
ing the hours surrounding mid- 
night, which wifl be daylight in the 
Arctic regions, Commander Mac- 
Millan explains, but will penetrate 
darkness in the lower degrees of 
latitude. Eighty meters will be 
provided as an emergency compro- 
mise wave length, fitted to cope 
with unanticipated conditions, and 
the 180 wave length will be pro- 
vided to prove that it will not func- 
tion over the distance under the 
conditions existing in daylight. 


TIWENTY-METER BAND 
A twenty-meter band will be 
and succeeding noon, when the ex- 
pedition expects to be in entire 
daylight, during the months of 
June, July, August and Septem- 
ber, this especially after passing 
60 degrees north latitude.

The grizzled pioneers of San 
Francisco edged into the mining 
business of Nevada away back in 
the early sixties when the Com- 
stock Lode was discovered, and 


from that time until about 1875 
they financed almost every big 
mining project that Nevada laid 
claim. to. : 

Now it appears that through the 
energy of Los Angeles capital, 
whigh is probably more ambitious 
and intrepid than San Francisco's 
staid pocketbook, the metropolis 
of the Southwest is today regard- 
ed as the hub of the wheel from 
which radiates the financial sin- 
ews which make the mills go 
round. 


ENORMOUS FORTUNES 


From the inception of the great 
silver boom at Virginia City in 
the early sixties San Francisco 
furnished much of the capital go- 
ing into Nevada mines until the 
decline of Goldfield, with the ex- 
option of Tonopah. The marvel- 
ous fortunes yielded by the great 
silver properties of Virginia City, 
Austin, Eureka, Belmont, Cande- 
laria, Tuscarora, Aurora, Pioche, 
Hamilton and a dozen other camps 
literally poured into San Fran- 
cisco in the glorious years from 
1863 to 1880, contributing largely 
to the prosperity and growth of 
the first metropolia of the Pa- 
cific Coast and building the for- 
tunes of hundreds of Bay City 
pioneer families. 

San Francisco was at the time 
the only city of Importance in the 
nation west of St. Louls, and to 
San Francisco the owners of mines 
and prospects through the length 
and breadth of Nevada turned for 
capital. It is conservatively esti- 
mated that more than $1,2590,000,- 
000 from the bonanza silver and 
silver-gold mines of pioneer Ne- 
vada flowed to the city by the 
Golden Gate, with San Francisco 
men and corporations absolutely 
dominating the State financially, 
industrially and politically. 

The lean years following de- 
monetization of silver in 1878 
struck at the vitals of Nevada sil- 
ver mining and stopped the river 
of wealth which had been flowing 
to San Francisco. Her capitalists

The richness of Goldfield’s mines 
raised many poor men to the emi- 
nence of wealth and in the gigan- 
tic struggle for the keystone prop- 
erties of the camp a coterie of 
Nevada men headed by George 8. 
Nixon and George Wingfield 
emerged victors, 

Both San Francisco and Los 
Angeles participated in the profits 
from mining at Goldfield and in 
the newer camps of Bullfrog, Man- 
hattan, Round Mountain, Fairview 
and Wonder, but most of the gold- 
en wealth went to the East or re- 
mained in the hands of Nevada 
men. The Nevadans invested m- 
lions in real estate, banks and in- 
dustrial enterprises in Los Angeles 
and San Francisco and their trib- 
utary territories. 


LOCAL MEN DOMINATE 


Despite the flood of wealth pour- 
ing from the oil fields of South- 
ern California, Los Angeles cap- 
italists, were active in the brief 
Divide silver excitement, but this 
ill-timed boom collapsed so sud- 
denly that few strong companies 
evinced interest. 

Within the last three years the 
dominating position of Los Angeles 
in Nevada mining has gradually 
developed. The great silver-lead 
properties at Pioche, including the

The Manhat- 
tan Mines Company, composed of 
Los Angeles men headed by C: B. 
Steen, with F. C. Laurie, long 
prominent in Mexican oil fields, 
as one of its largest stockholders, 
is leading the revival of the fa- 
mous Manhattan gold camp, the 
scene of a wild gold stampede 
twenty vears ago.

Added mystery is given these 
marks in the stone by the fact that 
the formation in which they were 
discevered was evidently once a 
wet, sandy slope and all the tracks 
showed that the animals were 
climbing up the slope. 

A section of the rock showing 
these tracks has been exposed and 
left in place to serve as an outdoor 
exhibit for tourists passing over 
the trail. As soon as Dr. Gilmore 
is able to study out and identify 
the tracks, the spot will be fittingly 
marked as a convincing illustration 
of the upward climb ot life on 


earth. 

When even the most skeptical 
see these marks in the layer of 
stone 950 feet below the present 
rim of the canyon, they begin to 
realize the vast period of time 
which must have elapsed since 
these primitive animals lived, Dr.

wages in the United States, meas- 
ured in the food they will buy, are 
now more than twice as high as 
those in London, three times 
greater than in Paris, and nearly 
five times greater than in Rome, 
Madrid and Vienna. They are 
nearly three times greater than 
in Norway, Sweden and Holland. 
The computations are those of 
the British Ministry of Labor, 
which, in a publication just issued. 
presents a study of real wages in 
sixteen cities. most of them world 
capitals. In the United States the 
wage study was made in Philadel- 
phia. The real wage is defined as 
the comparative purchasing power 
of money wages.

for a few Mayors are not rep- 
resented.

When a Mayor has been, 
he or his family or his friends 
send in the chromo. The last 
one was hung the other day. 
Charles Sebastian. who was 
Mayor back in 16. strolled in- 
to the City Hall with a large 
package, and when he un- 
foldec it it proved to be an 
oll painting so lifelike that 
you could not tell the origi- 
nal from the copy, in a gilt 
frame that glistened like new- 
ly-minted coin.

putting its best foot forward, hopeful that past deficiencies may 
be forgotten, at least until the votes are counted in June. 

The trait of human nature of greatest value to the stripe of 
office-holder of the Crver regime is the proverbial shortness of 
the public’s memory. It is upon that characteristic that our city 
government, as now constituted, is frankly counting for its 
hoped-for pernetuation. . 

The politicians who cons the Citv Hall kitchen cabi- 
net are under no delusions as to what will happen at the forth- 
coming elections if any considerable portion of the electorate 
votes strictly on the past récords of the incumbent candidates 
for office. It is noteworthy that the Cryer platform is a plat- 
form of promises for the future, with little or no background for 
those promises in the way of past performances. 

In the meantime an ingenuously palpable effort is being 
made to create at the City Hall the atmosohere and appearance 
of a busy and efficient city government. There is an unaccus- 
tomed activity in the service of the erstwhile humble citizen, an 
unwonted solicitude for the welfare of the people, especially 
the voters. | 

Last July, when The Times lifted the lid and let a little 
light in on the backstairs of the City Hall, it predicted exactly 
what has come to pass. 

From now until —— 5, the date of the municipal primaries, 
our citizenry will enjoy as good government as the natural 
limitations of our city officials will permit. 2 | 

In other words, where they have been incompetent and in- 
different hitherto, they will now be merely incompetent. 

To what extent this temporary show of zeal will serve the 
political ends of the administration remains for the ballots*to 
show. If enough voters are persuaded by this access of pre- 
election virtue that history is now going to stop repeating itself, 
the result hoped for by the Cryer forces will be attained and 
the city will be committed to another four years of the unhappy 
conditions which have characterized the present regime. If the 
spurious nature of a public service born of political expediency 
and for campaign purposes only is perceived, then there will be 
such a housecleaning at the City Hall as has not been seen in a 
generation. | 

For the first time since the last municipal campaign, the 
Mayor has voluntarily come forward with suggestions calcu- 
lated to cause voters to believe that he has their interests at 
heart. Under the spur of political necessity, Mr. Cryer is be- 
stirring himself—or at least his campaign forces are creating 
that avpearance. 

The Mayor—or, more probably, the Mayor's advisers 
selected for the purnose a few popular issues believed, in the 
language of the politicians, to be sure-fire vote-getters. Upon 
these issues, without regard to practicability or to the Mayor’s 
own past record thereon, Mr. Cryer’s declarations are couched 
in rounded periods. | | 

Few persons who recall the Mayor’s stony silence through- 
out the city’s long battle for lower telephone rates a few weeks 
ago can be very much impressed now by Mr. Cryer’s sudden 
leap into the breach with the happy idea of buying out the tele- 
phone company for $100,000,000 and letting the city run it. 

The main plank in the Mayor’s platform is municipal owner- 
ship; yet, notwithstanding Mr. Cryer’s four years’ incumbency, 
it is only now that the Bureau of Power and Light and the 
Bureau of Water Works and Supply, our principal public-owner- 
ship enterprises, have received any assurance of the Mayor’s 
solicitous regard. Hitherto, in common with most of the other 
departments, they have been ignored by the city’s chief execu- 
tive, save in the matter of political appointments. 

In the long-sustained fights for better public service wag 
by the Chamber of Commerce, the Greater Harbor Committee of 
Two Hundred, the Traffic Commission, the Allied Architects, 


each has learned in turn the futility of appealing to the Mayor 
for any practical aid, notwithstanding that what each was seek- 
ing to accomolish lay directly in the Mayor’s line of duty. 

The leading citizens who compose these organizations, men 
who have sacrificed their own interests to carry on work which 
should have been directed from the Mayor’s office, may be ex- 
cused for the skepticism with which they now regard the 
Mayor’s campaign role of champion of ‘a bigger and better 
harbor, of traffic relief, of a more effective police department 
and of more efficiency in the public business generally. 

The Mayor’s self-interpolation in the Colorado River dam 
controversy is so obviously dictated by political considerations 
as to be discounted by both sides. The Colorado River fight 
has been going on for years. Mr. Cryer’s interest in it dates 
back only as far as his present campaign for a third term as 
Mayor of Los Angeles. ! é

own death cry, as uttered in his diary, 10 
too despairing to miss the ear of those 
criminals who have his fate always before 
their mind's eye. The statement that most 
murders are committed in a lapse of men- 
tal consciousness, or; as he says, “at the 
spur of the moment, with no premeditation 
or thought of consequences,” is not correct. 
Of course, he does not see the case as it 
appears to others; but the first essential of 
a jury, pronouncing the verdict and recom- 
mending the death penalty, is the convic- 
tion that the murder was premeditated; 
else it were no murder. 


The condemned man maintains that “mur- 
der is clearly a case of temporary insanity 
in which the individual loses control of his 
faculties;” but the carrying of fatal weap- 
ons in the hand of the criminal at a time 
when he goes out to attack no one in par- 
ticular, but intent on getting what he wants 
when he wants it, is no evidence of insant- 
ty; on the contrary, it is a very direct sign 
that his mind is working with full attention 
to detail. There is no exculpation in such 
arguments when brought out at the time of 
approaching death as an excuse. 

“Two wrongs do not make a right,” is the 
principal argument on which Russell Scott 
bases his right to continuation of life. The 
irrational basis on which he argues has 
been shown time and again. The state- 
ment lacks truth in its application. One 
wrong only makes up his case; that is his 
murdering act. 


lt is the voice of the condemned criminal 
speaking when he says: “In these States 
where capital punishment does not exist the 
State has a chance at a later date to rec- 
tify a wrong.” No State, no living authori- 
ty, can restore a life taken unlawfully. It 
only may discourage repetitions of the same 
act by exemplification in the form of cap- 
ital punishment, for which life imprison- 
ment of the criminal is no adequate substi- 
tute. The Golden Rule has a deterring ef- 
fect on all thinking men. Men who do not 
consider the consequences of their acts un- 
der such grave circumstances as premedi- 
tated murder lose all right to merciful con- 
sideration which they themselves never 
thought of extending to the victims of their 
ruthless acts. 


The criminal’s paragraphs of sejf-pity for 
the loss of his friends in the face of death 
are a direct injustice to his former friends. 
True friends do not condone a crime and 
naturally lose sympathy for the man who 
wanders from the path of sound apprecia- 
tion of social, elemental and honorable prin- 
ciples. Nor does the loss of his millions, 
which he deplores as a loss of opportunity 
to escape his present plight, appeal to men 
of a right-thinking turn of mind. Whether 
his millions were amassed honorably or not, 
money weighs less than a feather in the 
scales of abstract justice. 


There is, perhaps, a note of pathos in the 
lamentation which bewails the oblivion to 
which he is destined after “the echo of his 
feet shall have faded from the long corri- 
dor leading to the death chamber.” Even 
if it is the cry of an exalted egotism, it car- 
ries with it the admission of a life misspent. 
Russell Scott's diary may arouse a maud- 
lin sentiment among some readers; but it 
can only serve as a renewed justification of 
the death penalty for murder and, it is to 
be hoped, a warning to the growing num- 
ber of criminals who are trailing down the 
crooked paths which finally lead to the gal- 
lows. 


AVED BY INDUSTRIES 

In connection with the distress occa- 
sioned in the west of Ireland through the 
failure of crops the Dublin Statesman makes 
the constructive observation that “the huge 
sums of monoy raised in very bad years for 
charity might, if they had been spent in a 
resolute attempt to create industries and 
educate workers, have prevented the neces- 
sity of appeals such as those now made.” 
The same publication declares that the “ter- 
rible existence led by hundreds of thou- 
sands of people in urban and rural slums, 
in tenements and tents, is as wretched as 
that to be found in a Kaffir kraal.” 
The distress, it is said, will occur again 
and again and can only be warded off by the 
creation of industries, which the govern- 
ment is called upon to supply. The fact 18 
bemoaned that those who might help the 
situation go around rather than pass through 
where they would encounter “the ragged 
children and slatteruly women” and are 
“overconcerned with mental problems” that 
have “deflected thought from human circum- 
stances which demanded more complete and 
immediate attention, though the Irish peo- 
ple are not naturally unkind.”

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CHANGE IN CHILE . 

Change follows change so swiftly in 
the political affairs of the South American 
republics that it is hard for the general 
reader to keep up with them. The latest 
evidence of the mercurial nature of the peo 
ple of that restless continent is seen in the 
return to power of the exiled President 
Alessandri of Chile, who was deposed on 
September 5 by a group of hot-headed 
youths who proceeded to place the country 
under martial rule. Becoming dissatisfied 
with the way the army was managing at- 
fairs, the young revolutionists recently took 
the government out of its hands and cabled 
to Alessandri, who was in Europe, to come 
home and take charge again. 

Alessandri was in a position to make his 
own terms. He replied that he would as- 
sume the Presidency only upon the assur- 
ance that a civil government be constituted, 
that he be given full exercise of the lawful 
functions of President of the republic and 
that a constitutional assembly should be 
convened to establish constitutional reform. 


The aim of Alessandri is plain enough. 
He desires to take away from thé Chilean 
army the power to create and upset govern- 
ments, and this can be done only by limit- 
ing its scope by constitutional provisions. 
The conditions of his return were accepted 
by the new Junta, and it is said that he 
has pledged himself to carry out such re- 
forms as will remove the menace of the 
army to the government and establish a 
more permanent order of things. 

The Chilean press rejoices in the fact 
that the military dictatorship is at an end. 
The Santiago Mercurio says that Alessandri 
comes back on the crest of a wave of un- 
precedented popularity. It says that Chile 


but in no sense Bolshevik. 

On being assured that his stipulations 
would be faithfully observed, President 
Alessandri said: “My only aim is to secure 
the happiness and welfare of the Chilean 
people and I stand ready to make any sac- 
rifice, at whatever cost, to achieve this pur- 
pose.” That Alessandri is a strong man 
is indicated not only by his surprising come- 
back, but by the fact that foreign investors 
always have shown their trust in him and 
Chile bonds have not declined abroad. 
Chile, under the leadership of Alessandri, 
is now in a position to renew its close 
and friendly relations with the United 
States. 
American republics, has set an example of 
amicable intent and cordial good will that 
it would be well for the older nations to 
follow. 

Chile now has a population of 4,000,000, 
almost entirely of European origin. She is 
the world’s second largest producer of cop- 
per. She has a standing army of 23,700 
men, with 600,000 in reserve, while the 
strength of the navy is 6000 men. In the 
navy are one dreadnaught, one pre-dread- 
naught, two armored and four protected 
cruisers. The air force has fourteen sea- 
planes and eighty airplanes. Chile was neu- 
tral during the World War. In 1919, on spe- 
cific invitation, she joined the League of 
Nations. At the time it was debated 
whether or not this move was expedient, 
‘considering the fact that the United States, 
under the Monroe-Doctrine wing of which 
Chile safely nestied, was not a member. 
Chile is to be congratulated upon the re- 
turn of Alessandri to power. He has defi- 
nitely pledged himself not to be a candidate 
for re-election, which promise has quieted 
much of the opposition against him, and it 
is to be hoped that the remainder of his 
term will be peaceful and prosperous. 


Ew CHINESE PUZZLE 

Those foreigners who have been mak- 
ing a close study of the latest phases of Chi- 
nese affairs are free to confess that they 
can make little of the present chaotic and 
confused conditions in the Asiatic republic, 
save that there is every evidence of a 
strong drift toward Bolshevism. The 
changes that have been taking place in 
China, particularly as regards its relations 
with foreigners, may be traced to infiu- 
ſences which have been at work in a small 
way ever since the revolution against the 


It, as well as the other South 


Czar and in a larger way since Dr. Sun Yat- 
Sen abdicated his Presidency in favor of 
Yuan Shai Kai and afterward was forced 
to flee the country, to which he later re 
turned. 

For some time before his death Dr. Sun 
was reported as giving secret aid and com- 
fort to Bolshevik emissaries working upon 
the susceptibilities of Young China of the 
colleges. It was significant that the first 
flag to be hung at half-mast after he died 
was that of the soviet embassy at Peking, 
although those of the “Right Wing“ of Sun's 
party said that this meant nothing and that 
Sun had not been so active in Bolshevik 
propaganda as had been reported by the 
foreign press. Many of Sun's admirers 
declare that he had nothing to do with 
the Bolsheviks except to study the soviet 


features and embodying them in a new pro- 
gram for the improvement of conditions in 
China. 

However, it is undeniable that the “Left 
Wing” of Sun’s party has been very strenu- 
ously at work undermining whatever exists 
politically in China and. has put forth 4 pro- 
gram that is as nearly anarchistic as that 
of the Bolsheviks themselves. Its cry ‘s 
“Down with treaties!” and “Down with 
those who oppose us!” The men of this 
“Left Wing” will not admit that they are 
working for a soviet regime. An outside 
observer gets the idea from their vapid 
mouthings that they are contented with 
mere agitation and are biding their time 
in the hope that, as a result of confusion 
and uncertainty, they may win something 
for themselves by way of harvest from the 
seeds they are sowing. It is apparent that 
the Russians are helping in this agitation, 


as a whole may now be considered liberal. for in it they see an opportunity to slip in 


with soviet rule for China. 


Ambassador Karakhan from Russia is de- 
scribed by the Peking correspondents as 
being the most influential foreign represen- 
tative in China, and his agents and friends 
are to the front in whatever is going on 
that will be of advantage to the Bolsheviks. 
This has raised the question in England and 
Japan whether it will not be well to elevate 
their Peking legations to embassies. Japan 
its said to be about ready to appoint an Am- 
bassador and doubtless England will follow 
suit. For it is obvious that it never will do 
to let Russia have her own way in China. 
If the slogan “Down with treaties!” is 
to prevail it would seem that a strong ef- 
fort should be made to offset Russian infiu- 
jences to that end. 


“The policy of the Russian representa- 
tives in China,” says the Tokio Trans-Pa- 
cific, “has consistently been to embolden 
the Chinese leaders in order to get them 
to embarrass the treaty powers. Russia 
would naturally benefit from such a situa- 
tion and, of course, Russia argues, so would 
China.” 


The present Tuan regime at Peking !s 
trying to capture the whole country by dis- 
tributing official appointments. Feng Yu- 


tion in the territory lying between Peking 
and Mongolia, while Chang TsoLin has 
charge in the same way of Manchuria. It 
is plain that Russia is opposing Marshal 
‘Puan, who is supported by the other pow- 
ers. The object of Russia’s opposition can 
be viewed in but one way: She is trying 
for a strangle-hold upon China. 


Counter-influence exerted by England, the 
United States and Japan may save the sit- 
vation, and for the peace of the world it 
would seem that such interference is ad- 
ivisable. While it may be to the advantage 
of Russia to stir up the present confusion 
into a ferment of revolt under the Bolshevik 
banner, to the other powers such a result 
well may be considered a dire catastrophe 
and one which they must avert if possible.

Coast 75,000 Years Ago 


Was Twice Size of Present 
Dey Elephant 


The discovery of fossilized bones 
several days ago while workmen 
were excavating for a street in the 
Mortheastern part of Inglewood 
Was pronounced yesterday by Prof. 
Chester Stock, head of the depart- 
ment of paleontology at the Uni- 
versity of California and one of 
the country’s foremost authorities 
on prehistoric man and mammals, 


to be portions of a giant mammoth 
that ranged the slopes of Southern 
California in the Pleistocene ago, 
from 10,000 to 75.000 years ago. 

The bones. which were discov- 
ered dy Mexiean workmen while 
plowing a section of Hill street be- 
tween Hillside and Beach avenue. 
ata depth of about three feet, were 
collected by H. E. Higbey, a street 
inspector of Inglewood, and sub- 
sequently turned over to City Street 
Supérintendent O. 0. Farmer. Mr. 
Farmer intends to present the pre- 
historic remains to the Inglewood 
Union High School. 


ENAMEL Stun ON TOOTH 
According to Prof. Stock, who 
made a short investigation of the 
vicinity in which the bones were 
unearthed yesterday, further ex- 
cavations might reveal other por- 
tions of the mammoth skeleton. 
Prof. Stock said that the bones 
were either part of the shoulder 
biade, the upper end of the arm or 
part of the shin a the upper 
part of the tibia. A large portion 
of tooth was easily recognized, 
much of the enamel in the layers 
being virtually intact. ; 

T mammoth’s tooth, Prof. 
Stock explained, was made in lay- 
ere, the enamel lying between the 
sections. One piece of bone 
thought to have been a 2 1 
tooth, was characterized by Pro 
Stock as one of the sections of — 
mammoth tooth. Four of these 
large teeth are said to have orna- 
mented the mouth of the preéhis- 
toric mammal. 

It is probable that J. W. Lytle, 
assistant vertebrate leontologiat 
at the Exposition Pa seum of 
Natural History will investigate 
the vicinity next week when Ingle- 
wood workmen resume their work

JANNINGS’S TRIUMPH 


“QUO VADIS" GIVES STAR 
GREAT OPPORTUNITY 


By Grace Kingsley 

Emil Jannings, or rather his 
celluloid double, is playing a long 
engagement at the Criterion. Last 
week we saw him in “The Last 
Laugh.” This week this amaz- 
ingly versatile actor is playing 
Nero in “Quo Vadis.“ 

You hear and read that Nero 
was a vain, sensual, cruel, weak, 
half-senile, yet cunning 

ou 
s¢e him not' only doing terrible 
acts spouting from the well 
springs of mere vanity that af- 
fect the whole kingdom; but you 
see him won from an apparently 
desolating grief over the death 
of his son by one sickeningly flat- 
tering remark. You see him a 
man hen-pecked by his queen, 
ridiculed openly by his courtiers— 
a monumental boob. 

Here is nothing of the intellec- 
tuality often ascribed to this mon- 
arch. Unless you see this film, 
with its devastating reveiations of 
the weakness of Nero's heart and 
mind, you are likely to go on 
thinking of him as a pretty big 
old king after all. After you have 
seen Janning’s Nero, you will de- 
Spise him as well as abhor him. 
And you will never forget this 
portraiture, Another touch Jan- 
nings gives his Nero, which is au- 
thentic, according to historic re- 
port: He plays the role with more 
than a touch of effeminacy, deli- 
cately but surely. 

Not since the days of Griffith's 
“Intolerance,” which remains 80 
far as I am concerned, the|great- 
est picture ever filmed, and bt Rex 
Ingram's Faur Horsemen,’ have 
we seen so masterly a handling of 
a wide historic theme. Because, 
not only is the long, complicated 
Story told in clean-cut fashion, not 


only do the mobs behave like mobs 


and not like a bunch of extras, but 
there are a hundred little touches 
that make the film a real docu- 
ment of human life in the long 


ago. 
The traditional scenes, including 


the burning of Rome, the death of 
the Christians by fire and by being 
devoured by the lions, are all viv- 
idly done—too vividly, alm 
doesn’t like to see human 
murdered in these terrible — 
except possibly an occasion:

The Pasadena Community Play- 
ers in their current presentation 
are certainly blazing a new trail 
for themselves.

Association is being made accord- 
organization, just issued. At the 


present time six contracts for structures of a public nature are held 
by the association, and the drafting rooms of the organization are 
engaged in preparation of détalled drawings for these structures, 


During the month of February 
the production department com- 
pleted all of the scale drawings 
on the Patriotic Hall, which is now 
being erected on South Figueroa 
street by the county for veterans 
ot all wars. Most of the work for 
this structure is now under con- 
tract, or out for bids from the con- 
tractors. 

PLANS COMPLETED 

Additional full-size’ details for 
the exterior and interior of the 
first unit of the new Museum of 
History, Science and Art at Exposi- 
tion Park have been completed, 
and considerable study has been 
given to working out the final de- 
taille covering the finish for this 
bullding. The association has al- 
so just completed a series of de- 
tailed sketches for the Hall of 
Justice, now under construction, 
and models showing the interior 
decoration. of the lobbies and 
courtrooms have been made. 

Preliminary work on the new 
County Hospital building is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily, according to 
the report. A series of biock 
[plans for the institution have 
been prepared for study and dis- 
cussion, and a careful study of the 
most suitable type of ward unit has 
been made. 

The association has just com- 
pleted and submitted to the Play- 
ground Commission the prelimi- 
nary drawings for the new club- 
house to be built at Echo Park.

An increase in the numben of 
coyrses in philosophy to be given 
at the summer session of the Uni- 
versity of California, Southern 
Branch, is reported in the outline 
of the work being prepared.
